The secret of having crisp toast Is 
to cut the bread the night before, so 
the surface is dry before it is toasted. 
Another trick is to have the slices, j 
when toasted, stood upon 
edge 
in 
some place where they can be kept 
hot until they are served.

slices are placed one on top of the j 
other they become soggy, says the 
New York Tribune. 
For toast that Is to he used as the 
foundation for poached eggs, mush- I 
rooms or any creamed food, half an 
inch is the correct thickness; hot wa­ 
ter is distributed over it evenly with 
a small 
spoon, 
and 
melted butter I 
spread on with a bristle brush, which 
comes for the purpose. 
People who dislike the softness pro­ 
duced by 
this 
treatment 
can, 
of 
course, preserve the crispness of the 
toast by omitting the hot water. Often, 
when bread is very stale, it may be 
steamed a little before it is toasted. 
Housekeepers who do not possess an­ 
cient silver toast racks have been 
heard to say that these only act as 
coolers for the slices they hold, and 
that they are not desirable at all. On 
the other hand, a covered toast dish 
holds the heat and steams the slices 
to sogginess in a short time.

Steamed Beets. 
Beets may be cooked in this way in 
about the same time that it takes to 
boil them, and this method is a happy 
compromise between baking and boil­ 
ing them. 
To bake them is not 
a 
very economical method 
when 
the 
work must be done by gas, yet by this 
method they retain every bit of their 
sweetness and delicate flavor. 
It is 
best to use a little water in the pan 
when baking them, so they are thus 
partly steamed. 
Unless they are cov­ 
ered by another pan, in which case 
the steaming process is more complete, 
they will need to be turned frequent­ 
ly, but not with a fork, for this makes 
them bleed. 
A pancake turner is the 
best thing to use.
